Wuznzas the Congress of the United States, on the p, 

eighth day of May, in the year of our Lord seven- of aae 

teen hundred and ninety-two, passed an act enti- of 8th May, 

tled “An act more effectually to provide for the na- 192. 

tional defence, by establishing a uniform militia 

throughout the United States,” in the words follow- 

ing: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- Who te be 
tives of the United States of America in Congress as- onreled. 
sembled, That each and every free, able bodied, 
white male citizen ofthe respective States, resident 
therein, who is or shall be of the age of eighteen years, 
and under the age of forty-five years (except as 
hereinafter excepted) shall severally and respectivel 
be enrolled in the militia, by the captain or come 
manding officer of the company within whose bounds 
such citizen shall reside,— and that within twelve 
months after the passage of thisact. And it shall,at By whom ` 
all times hereafter, be the duty of every such cap- *nreled- 
tain or commanding officer of a company to enrol ev- 
ery such citizen as aforesaid, and also those who shall 
from time to time arrive at the age of eighteen years, 

Qr being of the age of eighteen and under the age of 

forty-five years (except as before excepted) shall come 

to reside within his bounds ; and shall, without delay, 

notify such citizen of the said enrolment, by a prope* 
A " 
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hon-commissioned officer of the company, by whom 
such notice may be proved. That every citizen so 
enroled and notified shall, within six months thereaf- 
ter, mon himself with a good musket or firelock, 
a sufficient bayonet and belt, two spare flints and a 
knapsack, a pouch with a box therein to contain not 
less than twenty-four cartridges suited to the bore of 
his musket or firelock, each cartridge to contain a 
proper quantity of powder and ball; or with a good 
rifle, knapsack, shotpouch and powder horn, twenty 
balls suited to the bore of his rifle, and a quarter ofa 
pound ofpowder; and shall appear so armed, accou- 
tred and provided, when called out to exercise or 
into service, except that when called out on company 
days to exercise only, he may appear without a 
knapsack. That the commissioned officers shall 
severally be armed with a sword or hanger, and es- 
pontoon, And that from and after five years from 
the passage of this act, all muskets for arming the 
militia,as herein required, shall be of bores sufficient 
for balls of the eighteenth part ofa pound. And ev- 
ery citizen so enroled, and providing himself with 
fhe arms, ammunition and accoutrements required, 
as aforesaid, shall hold the same exempt from all suits, 
distresses, executions or sales for debt, or for the 
payment of taxes. 

Sec. 2. Be at further enacted, That the vice pres- 
ident of the United States, the officers judicial and 
executive, of the government of the United States, 
the members of both houses of ieee and their 
respective officers, all customhouse officers with their 
clerks, all post officers and stage drivers who [are] 
employed in the care and conveyance of the mail of 
the post office of the United States, all ferrymen [a] 
employed at any ferry, on the post road, all inspect- 
ors of exports, all pilots, all mariners actually employ- 
ed in the sea service of any citizen or merchant 
within the United States, and all persons who now 
are or may hereafter be exempt by the laws of the 
respective States, shall be and are hereby exempted 
from military duty,—notwithstanding their being a- 
bove the age of eighteen and under the age of forty- 
five years.

Be it further enacted, That the Adjutant 
General and Quarter Master General, shall hereatter 
reside at or near the seat of government, so as to be 
able to avail themselves of the franking privilege 
granted by a law of Congress.
